“If he sees fit to atation all his men 
in Park Ridge to guard a town pump 
it is his responsibility. — 

“On the other hand, if it is the 
chief's intention to codperate in a sane 
and sensible manner with the courts 
and the better element of the city to 
stamp out the dens which are the in 
cubators of criminals, he deserves and 
should receive the commendation of 
the public.”

Plunges 10 Stories Before 
20,000 Spectators. 


New York, March 5.—With a Broad- 
way crowd standing agape and movie 
machine clicking, Harry F. Youné, 
self-styled “spider,” plunged ten 
stories to his death today while at- 
tempting to scale the side of the 
Hotel Martinique. 

Women fainted and disorder ensued. 
Police reserves had to be called before 
the body could be removed and traffic 
restarte. 

Among those: who crowded Greeley 
square, watching the performer at his 
stunt, was his wife. 

20,000 Watch Him Climb. 

The square was packed when Young 
appeared. Clinging to points of 
vantage on the 33d street elevated sta- 
tion were dozens of cameramen. Win- 
dows of every skyscraper in the vicin- 
ity were filled with men’ and women, 
laughing and talking excitedly as 
Young began his climb. The police 
estimated the crowd at 20,000. 

Young wore a white shirt, duck 
trousers and white shoes, which served 
to outline his figure against the drab 
wall. On his back hung a sign read- 
ing “Safety last”—for Young was an 
incorporator of the “‘Safety Last so- 
ciety,”” formed last week by human 
flies, parachute jumpers and folk of 
‘adventurous liking whose occupation 
teaused them to be listed by insurance 
‘campanies as “bad risks.” 

Sheer Rise Into the Air. 

The “spider” began his ascent at 
the north end of the hotel. He climbed 
up a surface that: seemed Yrom the 
street absolutely sheer, but which here 
and there had small indentations in 
which the performer was able to cling 


with finger or toe. 
The fourth floor was gained without 
incident. At that point Young climbed 


the center of the building as if to 
afford the crowd a better view. 

Young apparently felt he was to 
meet death, for people in windows 
past which he climbed said later that 
they heard him muttering to himself: 
“T can’t make it! I can’t make it!” 
But he kept on. 

When he reached the tenth floor his 
foot slipped. Down he plunged. From 
the crowd rose a groan that grew like 
the moaning of the wind. 

Falling close to the wall, he crashed 
on to the balcony. His body was de- 
flected out into the street. 

Young, who was 25 years old, had

Chicago's night court, now in its sec- 
ond week, has so impressed the judges 


who have sat in it 
that they are urg- 
ing an extension 
of hours. 

Judge Arnold 
Heap, who went 
on the bench last 
night for his 
week, will urge 
upon Chief Jus- 
tice Harry Olson, 
who is to attend 
the court session 
tonight, that in- 
stead of closing 
up shop at, il 
o'clock when the 
police jails are be- 
ginning to fill up the court should 
operate from 9 p. m. until 2 or 4 o’clock 
a.m. Also the recommendation will! be 
made that-the court should run Sun- 
days and holidays instead of being open 
week nights only. 

Haas Seconds Idea. 

Judge John Haas, who presided over 
the nocturnal judiciary for the first 
week, is strong for the change. Both 
he and Judge Heap declare that the 
need of an open courtroom is greatest 
after 10 or 11 o’clock at night, espe 
cially on Saturdays, for it is at that 
time that the vermin infested base- 
ment dungeons begin to choke up with 
prisoners as the patrol wagons come 
in after raids. 

Judge Heap, who also sat in the 
two night courts that Chicago had 
years ago, in taking up his week's turn 
last night, declared that the court has 
already proved itself a success. In the

BERLIN, March §.—The German 
cabinet tonight approved the speech in 
which Chancellor Cuno tomorrow will 
appeal for the intervention of all disin- 
terested nations to make possible ne-

It did not interfege'in the slightest 
with the work of the police in stamp-

Towards the end 
of a session a schélarly looking man 
with two days’ growth of beard ap- 
peared at the bar. He was accused by 
a downtown drug store of shoplifting. 
He had made off with a bottle of cough 
mixture and two packages of hair 
tonic. Henry Allen was his name and 
he still looked dazed. 

Why He Drinks. 

“I was very, very drunk,” he told 
the court. “I don’t remember taking 
that stuff. I didn’t know I had done it. 
Who in his senses would ever try to 
steal hair tonic?” 

“Why do you drink?” asked Judge 
Heap. 

“ Because I’m foolish,” said the pris- 
oner. “I'd be all right if I could leave 
this cursed liquor alone.” 

The court put him on six months’ 
parole. 

Breath Convicts Him. 

Clay Smith, colored, a dining car 
waiter, was prought in by his wife, 
who charged that after sixteen years 
of married life Smith now celebrates 
payday by riding the white mule. 

“I’m not a drinking man,” protested 
the defendant.

After discussions lasting until! a late 
hour tonight the cabinet consentcd tu 
allow Herr Cuno to declare that Ger- 
many is still ready to fulfill its repara- 
tions obligations to the best of its «Lil- 
ity, but only under certain conditions. 

The chancellor will insist that Ger- 
many’s representatives entér a parley 
on a basis of complete equality. 

He will also demand that the Ruhr 
be evacuated by the French before the 
Germans appear at a council table. 

May Open Path to Negotiations. 

From the highest official! sources Tum 
TRIBUNE is able to give the gist of the 
address which will outline the foreign 
policy of the present German govern- 
ment and which may lead to a diplo- 
matic settlement of the Ruhr dispute. 

Herr Cuno will open bis address with 
a strong protest against further occu- 
pation of German territory and againet 
the death penalty with which the 
French have threatened railway work- 
ers. He will state that the French 
seizures constitute a violation of the 
nation’s rights under the Versailles 
treaty and he will appeal to all nations 
to become conscious of their moral] du- 
ties and not to allow such trampling 
upon international rights. He will then 
develop the lines of the future Ger- 
man policy and point out the new po- 
litical situation im Europe. .. re 

He will state that.new French pres- 
sure will provoke German counter 
measures for increased passive resist - 
ance, and then he will launch into the 
most important paragraphs in which 
he will give the conditions under which 
Germany will be willing to approach a 
council table. The chancellor will at- 
tempt to prove the honest determina. 
tion of Germany to make reparations 
for war damages and to iid in the re- 
construction of Europe. 

Will Oppose Demand for War. 

He will then declare he will never 
seek the goal demanded by the Na- 
tionalist party. He will flatly refuse 
to entertain the Nationalist demands 
that diplomatic relations be broken off 
with France, as such action would give 
rise to the poasibility of a new war. Hs 
will declare that Germany will never 
take up arms in this fight and will warn 
all hot headed Nationalists against ‘n: 
stigating armed resistance. 
Herr Stresemann, leader of the Peo- 
ple’s party, who will follow Dr. Cuno, 
will make a more direct offer of the 
German terms. He will declare that 
his party is ready to organize a Franco- 
German trust of big industries if 
France will repair the wrongs it has 
done in the Ruhr. It is interesting to 
note that such a trust was proposed 
by the French, with their industrials 
holding 20 per cent of the stock of the 
Ruhr industries, before they proceeded 
with the occupation.

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HOGUE IS FREED 


IN ‘COMIC OPERA 
AIRCRAFT CASE’ 


Mentally Irresponsi- 
ble, Court Decides. 


Federal Judge Wilkerson yesterday 
wrote the finale of Chicago's “ comic 
opera aircraft scandal” when he or- 


dered a jury to return a verdict of not; 


guilty in the case of Clarence I. Hogue, 
who was in charge of the airplane in- 
spection offices here during the war, 
and who was indicted in November, 
1918, following sensational reports of 
farcical features of his department. 

Virtual dismissal of the case fol- 
lowed evidence purporting to show 
Hogue became mentally irresponsible 
shortly after he was placed in charge 
of the offices. : 

Hogue in 1917 was appointed assist- 
ant district inspector of airplanes by 
Alfred R. Brunker, then district in- 
spector and now president of the 
Liquid Carbonic company. 

Mind Upset, Belief. | 

During Mr. Brunker’s absence from 
the city Hogue was alleged in the in- 
dictment to have placed several per- 
sons on the pay roll who were myth- 
ical and others who either were un- 
suited to inspect airplanes or who knew 
nothing about the subject. 

Mr. Brunker, in testifying yesterday 
morning, said that he believed Hogue 
was mentally irresponsible, due to a 
nervous breakdown. He told of Hogue’s 
keeping two apartments, one on the 
north and one on the south side; two 
liveried footmen, and two chauffeurs. 
In his office, Mr. Brunker testified, he 
had a semaph.*e system of signals in- 
stalled which indicated the wealth of 
the person who was calling on him. 
Other idiosyncracies were also brought 
out. 

Among the witnesses yesterday were 
John Clabangh, father of Hinton G. 
Clabaugh, former head of the Chicago 
branch of the department of justice. 
Mr. Clabaugh testified that he was ap- 
pointed as an inspector to the office 
under the name of “ Brooks.” 

He testified that he knew little or 
nothing about the inspection of air- 
planes and that most of his time was 
spent idly. 

Orders Not Guilty Finding. 

Several other witnesses were heard. 
Then Judge Wilkerson instructed the 
jury, after a plea by Attorney Clar- 
ence Darrow, counsel for Hogue, to 
return a verdict of not guilty.

SHALL RUIN BE THE ' 
PENALTY OF SUCCESS? 


The senate committee on manufactures, directed 
by, Senator La Follette, bas returned a typical 
La Follette report attacking the various Standard 
Oil companies as, in effect, a monopoly more dan- 
gerous than the company was before its dissolution. 
The aBtion emphasizes a growing tendency in this 
country to break down anything which is a success. 
‘We quote one paragraph as illustrative of the 
thought or lack of. thought which produced the 
whole: “ While it may be that a Standard com- 
pany in a particular territory does only about 
half the business in that territory—and some of 
the Standards do more than half and some less— 
yet in all territory some Standard company is s0 
‘much larger than any single competitor that 
it has come to be almost universally accepted 
that the tank n price in any territory is 
controlled absolufely by the Standard marketing 
company for that territory.” 
- Im words not arranged by Senator La Follette, 
that can mean only one thing, namely, that there 
iagcompetition, and that prices are determined by 
the most efficient organization. If not, it is clear 
that a smaller company would undersell the Stan- 
dard, and so bring prices down. The purpose of 
the report is to break up and destroy the more 
efficient organization for production and delivery 
* of oi] and oil products. What would it leave as 
@ substitute? Numberless small concerns, doing 
business inefficiently and with high overhead costs, 
which without the competition of the Standard 
would immediately. force prices up, not down. In- 
Gidentally it would stimulate promotion of all sorts 
of wildcat ofl companies which would dupe in- 
vestors or speculators and help raise the price of 
oil products. 

In more detail, the report complains of the pri- 
vate use of Standard pipe lines, and wants to make 
them common carriers. In other words it would 
penalize a progressive organization and force it 
to divide its meang of service with inefficient or- 

‘ganizations. That sort of tyranny over business 
cannot go on. Human beings will not work with- 
out rewafd. They will not improve service or 
cheapen production and distribution if the profit 
of such improvements is to be legislated away from 
them by socialistic demagogues. If this report 
became the basis of the legislation it seeks it would 
destroy the incentive for improvement and energy 
in the oll business, and that business would lapse 
into a condition where we would pay many times 
the price we now pay for its products, 

Such thinking and such attacks upon successful 
business of any kind threatens the same disaster. 
It means demoralization of industry and energy 
and threatens an end to all improvement. 

The writer of this editorial does not now own, 
and never has owned, nor expects to own, one 
share of Standard or any other oil stock. He has, 
however, owned flivvers, which consume oil prod- 
ucts. He can understand how owners of auto 
mobiles would like to see the price of gasoline and 
oil come down. He can understand how a man 
like La Follette would seek the approval of the 
millions of automobile owners in this country by 
shouting that they are being robbed, and prom- 
ising to stop it. But he believes too much in the 
intelligence of automobile owners to think they 
will seek lower prices of gasoline by destroying’ 
the most efficient producer and distributor of 


It would not only be folly to bring that about 
because of its immediate effect, but because of its 
future effect. The Standard Oi] companies are 
doing more to establish new sources of supply out- 
side this country for American consumption than 
any other business we know. They have pros- 
pectors and engineers and financiers working | 
throughout jhe world to obtain wells. Are we so 
lacking in intelligence that we would destroy a 
concern which is seeking to provide for our needs 
after our domestic supplies are exhausted? 

There is but one suggestion in the entire report 
that appears sane and reasonable. That is the one 
for prohibition or regulation of export. That is 
worthy of consideration and study. It might be 
advisable, though even then we would have to 
consider possible retaliations and the qnestion of 
whether it would be wise to cut off such a-portion 
of our foreign trade. National defense migh: 
warrant it. 


THE WRITING OF LAWS. 

The Sixtyseventh congress came to the end of 
its term and passed out. The President with 
Mrs. Harding is away On a vacation. Legislative 
Washington is put away in moth balls and there 
will probably be no more federal! laws or bills for 
federal laws until December, It is understood to 
be Mr. Harding's intention not to call the new 
congress. 

It probably will be a good thing for the nation 
to take a rest from law making. It is the great 
habit of America, where law seems to grow weaker 
as laws increase, and probably for that reason. 

is good to have even a short pause to reflect 
that we are becoming 4 superstitious nation, in- 
clined to a voodooism of statutes, as substitutes for 
natural laws, for character, for energy, for initia. 


is a cure all is a belief in rain making, im the 
snake dance for good crops. 

It may be natural to democracy, when it is real 
and powerful, to have this faith that in its political 
processes are necessarily all the means by which 
life can be made good and pleasant for everybody. 
So long as congress is in session people will come 
from the four corners of the country as primitive 
people would go to a magician seeking a4 token or 
a word which would rid them of their crutches. 

Respect for law in this country will begin, we 
believe, with an acceptance of law's limitations and 
its proper purpose. Americans believe in machines 
and they believe in the machinery of statutes. 
They believe that in the “ Be it enacted” there is 
the remedy for everything. 

Earnest groups of citizens know what is good 
for everybody if only they can get it into statutes 
and confided to willing bureaucrats for application, 

The rest from law making will not be long but 
it will be agreeable and helpful. When the various 
state legislatures have put the spring finish to 
their activities we can have a few months of con- 
sidering the possibilities of preserving and continu- 
ing the republic without the writing of laws. 


DIG THE SUBWAY NOW. 

Samuel Insull, who probably knows from experi- 
ence more about public utilities and their relation- 
ship to the city than any other man in Chicago, 
urges that we start digging the subway. That is 
what we want—a start. Every mayor of Chicago 
since 1900 has been elected on a transportation 
issue, and still we are lacking the one thing most 
needed—a subway for rapid transit. 

It is time to begin. As Mr. Insull says, the city 
has ample money in the traction fund to start 
the work and complete a substantial first unit of 
a comprehensive underground rapid transit system. 
Considered in that light, it is no stupendous or 
staggering undertaking. It merely requires a 
start, on a basis which can be expanded as money 
and time permit. 

Mr. Insull speaks of a $30,000,000 initial outlay 
for a double track rapid transit line from 18th 
street to Chicago avenue or North avenue. If it 
is to be a unit in a real, comprehensive rapid 
transit system the bore should be for four tracks, 
allowing express and local: service without expen- 
sive alterations, but we assume there will be no 
quibble about that. The point to be emphasized 
is.to get the work started. 

We look forward to a city of 4,000,000 by 1940 
and of 6,000,000 by 1950. That is indicated by our 
present rate of growth. Obviously such a popula- 
tion cannot move about its business on the present 
overcrowded transportation lines. If we do not 
wish to choke off this growth the only way to 
avoid it is to provide transportation which will 
convey these extra millions to and from business 
and homes in the least possible time with the 
greatest possible comfort. 

We have the money to start it. If the hext mayor 
does not see that it is started before the summer is 
over he will miss doing Chicago and himself the 
greatest service in the city’s history. 


MR. UPSHAW AND DOWN. . 


Congress adjourned with music and song and 
with tears behind the smiles, but most eloquent of 
all was the silence of Congressman William D. 
Upshaw of Atlanta, member of the house of repre- 
sentatives from the Fifth Georgia district, 

Early in the year Mr. Upshaw promised to be a 
living tongue. He was a man with a mission to 
bring home to congress its sins, which were, he 
said, as scarlet. He said that if the constitution of 
the United States were to be a mockery in the 
legislature he would make public the names of 
the statesmen who voted with Mr. Volstead and 
drank with John Barleycorn, supporting an ex- 
tensive system of bootlegging and storing the 
contraband in their lockers and on their hips. 

Mr. Upshaw arose to denounce and threaten sev- 
eral times, and many senators and representatives 
who were not as dry as their votes, along with 
others in high places, faced the calamity of seeing 
their names in print as persons bringing disrespect 
upon the laws they made. 

The exposure did not: come, although we imagine 
Mr. Upshaw had the facts. It was suggested to 
him that the eighteenth amendment was only a 
part of the constitution and that the fourteenth 
and fifteenth also were solemn declarations of the 
American republic. Mr. Upshaw of Georgia gat 
down and thereafter did not arise. 

If either the fourteenth or fifteenth amendment 
had been enforced in Mr. Upshaw’s state he might 
not have been in congress, probably would not have 
been. His enthusiasm for enforcement was selec- 
tive, and there were two amendments he was will- 
ing to forget. 

Many citizens are with Mr. Upshaw in this way 
of thinking. A serious violation of law is one which 
offends their own opinion or interest. A reasonable 
violation of law is one which promotes their in- 
terest and satisfies their desires. 

Mr. Upshaw permitted himself to be persuaded 
that the roll cafl of the guilty under the eighteenth 
amendment might better come from some thorough 
going believer in the fourteenth and fifteenth. 
There are but few spots of ardent enthusiasm for 
these amendments in congress. Mr. Upshaw has 
returned home in silence.

MOUNTAIN CHILDREN. 
GAIN there comes a report which 
indicates that people who live in 
the country are just as much in 
need of health work, or more 80, 
than those who live in the city. 

This one is a report by the Children’s 
bureau of the condition of the school 
children in a portion of a Kentucky 
county. The section selected was lo. 
cated in the Knobs, a section where the 
mountains are getting ready to leave 
off and the blue grass region is having its 
beginnings. The group of children ex- 
amined were in the hills, or mountains, 
if they could be called such. It is from 
this general region that the ferebears 
of Abraham Lincoln sprang.’ In fact, 
in this type of country and among this 
type of people are to be found most of 
the blood relatives of President Lincoln. 

It is generally assumed that the hardy 
mountaineer represented about the last 
word in health, strength, and physical 
development, and that his rosy-cheeked 
children needed but little of the services 
of either the practicing physician or the 
health department visitors. 


~o 

The isolation of the people in a moun- 
tain section protects them from some 
form? of infection, at least in some years. 
The separateness of the homes makes 
it possible for an infection to limit itself 
to one household when it gets into the 
country. As a rule, there is plenty of 
sunshine and pure air for health. 

On the other hand, conditions of living 
are sufficiently bad to offset the above 
advantages. 

The study made by Miss Roberts cov- 
ered the condition of 149 children between 
2 and 11 years old, most of them attend- 
ing school in one room schoolhouses, 
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One-fifth of these children were more 
than 7 per cent underweight, and many of 
them were as much as 20 per cent under- 
weight. However, mountain children are 
apt to be of the lean kind. 

But examination of them showed that 
many of them had bad tonsils and aden- 
oids. The percentage of these defects 
was larger than is usually found in 
groups of city children. Whenever a 
large proportion of children of school age 
have bad tonsils and adenoids we can 
expect to find a lot of rheumatism, sore 
throat, growing pains, St. Vitus dance, 
and heart disease. 

Seventy-eight per cent of the children 
had decayed teeth. 

Some of the recommendations of the 
surveyor were as follows: 

More vegetables should be grown. 
While nearly every mountain home has 
some dried okra, dried apples, and 
other dried garden stuff around, they 
need more than they have. Of the eggs 
produced, too large a proportion are sold. 
There should be more milch cows. When

A 1921 statute gives a one year lien analo- 
gous to the familiar mechanic's lien to any 
person who has expended labor or materials 
upon or furnished storage for any chattel at 
the request of its owner of lawful possessor. 
Such lien ceasés sixty days after delivery of 
the chattel to the owner, unless the lien 
claimant files notice with the recorder of 
deeds. A printed form for this notice can be 
secured from the Legal News. The statute 

rovides for foreclosure of the lien, the first 
| step being to deliver to the sheriff a certified 
‘copy of the netice of lien with a written re- 
| quest to foreclose. The sheriff will be able to 
outline the subsequent steps.

FRENCH AND GERMANS IN OUR 
REVOLUTION. 

Chicago, March 3.—Victor Sarner’s Iet- 
ter in reply to W. T. Moore is very flow- 
ery, but, like most German missives, 
misleading. For the benefit of those 
who prefer facts to German propaganda 
let me mention a few historical facts. 

, Baron de Kalb, 1721-1780, entered 
French army in 1743 as lieutenant, cap- 
tain in French army in 1747, and briga- 
dier general in 1761. In 1777 he accom- 
panied Lafayette to the U. S. A. Largely 
through  Lafayette’s exertions, the 
French king dispatched a land force, as 
well as a fleet, to the aid of the Amer- 
icans, In 1780 Rochambeau was sent 
at the head of 6,000 French regulars to 
coéperate with Washington. He placed 
himself under* Washington’s command. 

In American history “ Hessians” was 
“a term for the German conscripts that 
came from. six of the small states of 
Germany.” Approximately 30,000 Hes- 
sians were hired by George III. of Eng- 
land and sent here to subdue the col- 
onists. Frederick Il. of Germany put a 
tax on the hired Hessians that passed 
through his dominions as “on cattle 
bought and sold.” 

It is interesting to note that Fred- 
erick IT., whom the Germans call “ the 
great,” had an English mother. French 
he spoke and wrote fluently. He de 
spised the German language. On the 
other hand George IIL, of whom the 
English are so ashamed, had a German 
mother. He spoke English poorly.

tomer. Her consumption increased 
enormously after 1919, but“she has not 
reached pre-war levels. Her demand is 
still strong, despite the French invasion 
and exchange, but anything may happen. 
Pushed by higher pr.ces and more un- 
favorable exchange conditions, Germany 
may make desperate efforts to intrease 
her domestic production. This could. 
never meet her norma] needs, but under | 
the lash of war and olockade she did | 
extract a good deal of copper from) 
eentral European deposits. 

To sum up: There is every reason for 
sane optimism. The harnessing of more 
water power, the prospective electrifica- 
tion of much railway mileage, the gen- 
eral advance of electrical industry, to 
say nothing of more steam locomotives 
and automobiles, all point to steady fu- 
ture demand for copper. The campaign 
to restore copper to its ancient place in 
the building trades carries promise also, 
and should have the support of every | 
foe of shoddy and cheap homes, which 
tend to make cheap men and women. 
But no one should allow bfaself to be 
locoed by the cozy red glow from the 
eternal metal.
